The  Oryx  is  a  beaat^il  antelove  with  two  long  honts.  It  is  one 
of  thefew  big  animals  that  can  Uve  in  the  desert.  It  gets  most  of 
its  water  from  vlants:  it  eats  at  night  when  there  is  some  water 
<т  the  leaves.  It  walks  hundreds  ofkilometers  to  find food. 

In  the  1960s  the  vovuttation  of  Oryx  in  the  Arabian  Peninsula 
«i|U>Ui«j|jyfJt  was  very  smatt.  The  animal  was  endaneered  because 
ofhunting.  It  was  hunted  for  two  reasons:  the  local  Bedouin  jjju 
people  hunted  it  for  meat,  and  city  people  hunted  it  for  sport.  In 
the  past,  when  the  hunters  were  on  Iwrses,  the  Oryx  survived. 

But  hunters  in  big  four-wheel  drive  cars  were  able  to  fotlow  the 
Oryx  everywhere  -  it  could  not  get  away  firom  them.  In  1972 
the  last  wild  Oryx  was  shot.  jifei 

But,  happily,  that  was  not  the  end  of  the  story.  Zoos  around  the  Middle  Fn<t 
had^  quite  a  good  number  of  Oryx.  They  got  the  animals  to  breed.  to  build  up 
their  numbers.  Then  in  1982  they  put  some  Oryx  back  into  the  witd  in  Oman. 
The  programme  was  a  success.  and  in  1990  they  did  the  same  thing  in  Saudi 
Arahia.  Of  course,  hunting  the  Oryx  is  no  longer  attowed.  Today  the  wild 
population  of  these  wonderful  animals  is  about  900.  Experts  say  it  will 
vrobablv  soon  be  1,000.
